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PROFITABLE MIXED 
FARMING IN’ IRELAND 
AND BRITAIN. 


ITS PROBABLE FUTURE. 
ES more we consider the farming situa- 


tion in Great Britain the more ‘points 

of resemblance we find in it to our 
own. Within the, last few days, for in- 
stance, a very interesting eontribution ‘to 
the subject lias been made by the Universit 
of Oxford Agricultural’ Econuimics Roaenreh 
Institute from the pen of Mr. F. J. Prewett. 
Farmers may still view with some doubt 
the results. of university research, but - the 
days are: past in whiclr they can ‘afford “to 
neglect investigations which show the direc- 
tion in which the economic. forces that 
govern>price and-dominate the markets are

The particular investigations undertaken. by 
Mr. Prewett may not seem at & first glance 
particularly relevant to.Lrish conditions; . This 
survey concerns a farm of 447 acres, increased 
by 111 more,-in ‘Lincolnshire; It 1s, or* was, 
land considered especially adapted for grass 
farming and sheep raising,sbut around 1913 a 
breakaway ' from ‘the '“nótmal  condjtions 
loeally pursued was begun, and throughout 
the intervening years “ the:deliberate policy,’’ 
writes Mr. Prewett, “has been to concen- 
trate the outptt of saleable products in 
two departments—milk and corn—and the 
results shown during the years under review 
coniradict the popular idea that in farming 
success lies in a diversity of production.”

ARE: IRISH FAIRS 
DECLINING, 


CREATING A BAD IMPRESSION. 
Sine far-reaching and damaging state- 


ments have recently been made in 

public concerning the alleged deteriora- 
tion of Irish cattle. It has been stated that 
unless Irish ‘cattle are rapidly improved there 
will, in a few years, be no market for them 
in England,.the cattle referred to by certain 
shippers being those usually offered at our 
fairs.. ° 

This complaint is not by any means general, 
and may, possibly, refer to districts where 
the practice has grown up of selling the best 
cattle on the farms; and sending only the 
worst to the local fairs. Buyers who do not 
go to the farms, but merely attend the fairs, 
are likely to come to the onelusion~-that 
what they see there are the best that can 
be purchased. If the animals bought turn out 
badly they avoid that source of supply as 
nil as: possible, and the fairs begin to 
decline, with, consequent, loss to the people 
of the town. and district concerned; - This 
decline in competition must inevitably react 
upon stock-raisers themselves, .Lecause they 
will be at the mercy of individuals who will 
take advantage of every circumstance to buy 
stock cheaply: ba & 

Stockmen .of long expetience in Ireland 
and in Scotland, whom the /rish Times Agri- 
cultural Correspondent has consulted, disagree 
with the alarmist statements which have 
been made, because, as is pointed out, Scot- 
tish feeders rely largely. on Irish store cattle, 
and have noted a marked improvement since 
the Live Stock Breeding Acts came into 
operation. It may be that these are the 
men who visit farms, and buy ‘the best they” 
can find. It may be also that farmers are 
not wise in selling their stock, and:especially 
their young heifers in this way, but it saves 
them a [dt of trouble, and if they have the 
right class ót stock buyers are likely to come 
again. Eo” : . 

Meanwhile, however, “only seeondary- stock 
remain for the local fair, and as a result, the 
district is likely to get an undeservedly bad 
name, - If. fairs are likely to disappear in 
consequence of this state of affairs, every 
effort should be made to attract competition

SOME NEWER METHODS. 


_ good that few farmers will have con- 
sidered even the possibility of adopt- 
ing. methods alternative to ordinary drying 
ahd “stacking. That alternative methods. of 
conserving the crop have been suggested and 


The 
three . most» important: alternatives, if they 
can be so called, are ensiling, artificial drying 
and stacking, and artificial drying and _ pro- 
cessing to facilitate transport. In the follow- 
ing paragraphs it is hoped to convey a short 
general account of the present position and 
condition of our ‘knowledge in regard to these 
methods. 


Ensiling. 

.Ensiling has often been suggested and re- 
commended: as the wet season method of har- 
vesting the hay crop. Grass can be ensiled 
most successfully .in.tower silos or in pits, 
but’ for this purpose it is absolutely 
essential that the grass should be cut at an 
earlier stage than is generally required for 
Early cutting 
for hay has for years been recommended as 
producing the most nutritious fodder, and 
‘un recent years scientific investigation has 
shown that this is so beyond all previous 
conception. Experimental work is at 
present in progress on the subject of grass 
silage, and one may Jook forward to inferma- 
tion being made available in the near future 
on both its practical and economic possi- 
bilities. The actual procedbtre to be adopted 
in ensiling grass is essentially the same as 
that for crops grown specially for the purpose 
of ensilage, full details regarding which 
can be obtained by applying to the County 
Agricultural Instructor.

MORE IMMUNE VARIETIES. 
Tx acreage planted with potatoes in 


Northern Ireland this year has shown 

a relatively slight decrease of 3,705 
acres or 2.4 per cent., this being the first 
year since 1926 for which a decrease has 
been recorded in the: area planted under 
potatoes. Considerable changes occurred, how- 
ever, in the popularity of the different varie- 
ties planted. ' 


104,814 acres or 69 per cent. were under 
varieties immune to Black Scab or Wart 
Disease, as compared with 105,170 acres or 
68 per cent. in 1928, and 30 per cent. in 1923. 

e principal variety planted in 1929 was 
again. Arran. Victory, which occupied 55,249 
acres or 30.7 per cent, in 1928. The acreage 
under - potatoes; as com with 55,513 
acres or 35.7 per cent. in 1920. The acreage 
planted under this variety. has increased 
rapidly since 1923. when this variety ac. 
counted for only 11,278 acres or.6.9 per cent. 
of the total crop. : 

The acreage under Kerr's Pink again in- 
creased by 4,038 acres to 27,044 acres. This 
variety, which is now.the second most widely 
gfown in the six counties. has had a remark- 
able increase in popularity. since 1923, when 
it was grown on only 149 acres, 

The area under Up-to-Date .varieties again 
showed a slight decline to 24,282 acres, as 
against 24.615 acres in 1928. 

Arran Chief, which was grown on a slightly 
increased acreage last year. showed a decrease 
of over 2,000 acres in 1929. 

The British Queen, a non-immune variety, 
has also steadily deereased in acreage since 
1923, when, grown on over 23,000 acres, it 
was the third most popular variety. A slight 
decrease of 126 acres is recorded this year. 

Irish Queen variety increased from 6,349 
acres 1n 1923 to 16,243 acres in 1924, since 
which year it has.steadily declined in popu- 
lary being grown on ‘oly 6,289 acres in 


Arran Consul, which showed a very con- 
sidérahle intvease of frat” 1,467 acres in 1927 
to 6,177 acres in 1928, decreased by over 
1,000 acres this year, occupying 5,129 acres. 

The area under Champion again declined, 
and this once widely-grown variety appears 
to have almost outlived its cropping capabili- 
ties. Only 3,472 acres “were grown in’ 1929.

Value of New--Milk. 


New milk should be the sole, food 
of a. calf during “the: first. month. of 
its exigtence, and in this period a 
gallon—rising to 1; gallons—dajly 4 suffi- 
cient. Until-the calf 1s a month-old: it does 
not secrete saliva, so that it cannot digest 
carbohydrates (starchy fodds), and for this 
reason meals made from cereals and other 
plant products are useless to it, milk being 
the only. food its stomach can digest. The 
calf itself will show when the secretion of 
saliva commences by beginning to pick at a 
little hay @hen itis Offered. “ . 

At’ birth the ammal's; stomach is: quite 
small, so tnav 2 cannot handle a large quan- 
tity of mux at once. It should really be fed 
{hres or Tour times & day, “but this’ is~not 
very practicabie on most farms. When feed- 
ing but twice a day the amount of milk 
should be limited, for if the quantity given is 
excessive it will be carried over into the 
intestine before it has been digested. When 
this happens it brings about attacks of scour, 
with the resultant effects of loss of appetite. 
dryness of hair, and a general unthrifty, 
emaciated appearance.

Artificial Drying. 

During recent years extensive investiga- 
tions have been carried out on the possibility 
of drying hay in the stack by artificial 
means.. -The attainment of this object by 
methods so far investigated has by no means | 
been entirely successful—at least, from the 
economic point of view. It is, therefore, 
scarcely necessary to enter into a detailed de- 
scription of the methods, The grass in the, 


built in a hollow stack, and air heated either 
by the natural heating of the damp hay 
or by heating units forced through it. The 
main difficulties have been the uneven drying 


etter 
quality than hay made by the usual process, 
but till a system has been evolved which will 
overcome “the two difficulties mentioned hay 
saving by this process can scarcely be looked 
upon. as.a feasibility. 

The object underlying this process was sug- 
gested by the high nutritive value of young 
grass, and by the fact that.suecessive cuttings 
thronghout the season were fotnd to main- 
tain this value. If young grass could he 
conserved in an appetising and easily trans- 
portable form it would form a highly 
valuable winter feed. . The. two forms in 
which attempts have been made to conserve 
it anal. in regard to.which. experimental work 
is at present in progress are as grass meal 
and as gtass cake. .. For these products the 
grass is first dried artificially, so that the 
difficultiés. already méntioned in this” con- 
nection arise. Grass meal is made by 
grindiné the *dried gtass’ and by compressing 
into nuts or briquettes the dried grass with 
or without a. binding substance, such as 
treacle; “The following quotation from A. N. 
Deckman, of the Rowett. Research Institute, 
suns .up ‘the position with ‘regard to these 
products: ‘‘It is apparent that the growing, 
cutting and compressing of the young grass 
would resent no real difficulties; if any 
factor-killed the general idea it would: be tlie 
cost. Of catting and expelling water. Thus 
the real solution of the problem apparently 
lies’ in the evolution of a reasonably priced, 
efficient and portable drying apparatus, which 
‘would partially or completely dry easily and 
cheaply without prohibitive sacrifice of either 
food ‘value’ or transportability (of the

Its hunger is not fully satisfied, it wags its 
tail, and tries to get to the pail again. In 
the first week after calving, too, the mother’s 
milk is not fit for market use, so the calf is 
given an extra ration, and allowed to have 
its fill. The young animal suffers later. After 
it has had one attack of indigestion, it is 
vety much. easier to cause digestive disturb 
ance again. 

Often the calf bloats or becomes “ pot 
hellied’’ after every feeding. This weakness 
frequently remains with it when it grows. into 
a cow. During the first few weeks it is better 
to hear the calf call for more food than to 
see it suffering from scour. Under-feeding 
will not bring good results, but over-feeding 
is disastrous. 


Beware of Underfeeding. 


As the calf grows and can handle more 
food, its owner frequently goes to the other 
extreme, and ‘does not fully supply its needs. 
Influenced too much by the market value 
of the milk demanded by the young animal 
he too often turns it out to_grass, where it 
will get its living cheaper. It is, of course, 
cheaper. atthe time, but dearer in the long 
run. © Most of us have seen instances of good- 
type, well-bred calves turned out to grass 
when only two or three months old, which 
have been permanently stunted in growth as 
a result. When of mature age they are “still 
under-sized. 

Animals which have been reared in this 
way bring an unsatisfactory price when mar- 
keted, and they are seldom profitable to keep 
on in the herd. On the other hand, since 
there is a steady demand for well-grown,

Calf Rearing and Butter-making. | 
Calf-rearing and butter-making’ very _ fre- 
quently go together, though ‘probably to a 
less. extent. than formerty,-for butter-making 
in this country is passing’ more and more 
from the farm to-the factory.” However, the 
two. pursuits go well.together, íor on butter- 
making farms there is a supply of skim milk, 
and when plenty*of this is available the-diffi- 
culties of calf-rearingvare largely solved. 
The new milk given in the first month of a 
calf’s life may be gradually replaced by skim 
milk, and at the end of three months the 
new milk may be dispensed with altogether. 
It will be necessary, of course; to.add a fat 
substitute in the fornr of bailed linseed, or 
a mixture of crushed oats and flaked maize. 
There are; too, ‘numerous proprietary calf- 
meals on the market, but-it is desirable to 
buy only those put up by reputable makers. 
Of the meals mentioned, about lb. should 
be given with every quart of separated milk, 
which has displaced a quart of new milk in 
the daily ration. It is important that the 
milk should be fed warm, clean and. sweet, 
and the buckets. kept scrupulously clean. 


Value of Calf Meals. 


Calf-rearing on meals alone is a common 
and satisfactory practice on many farms 
where no skim milk is available. But the 
animals must be a month old, and able to 
do without new milk, before this regimen 
is started. Various mixtures have been found 
successful for the purpose, the ingredients 
commonty~ used being. erushed oats, flaked 
maize, sharps or middlings, and _ crushed 
linseed cake, with a small percentage of 
fish meal or steamed bone flour to supply 
the mecessar minerals, Experience has 
shown. that better results are usually ob- 
tained ‘by feeding the mixtures dry, water 
being given separately, than by making them 
into a gruel, the dry food being the better 
digested. ' 

‘About 231b” per head per day of a pro- 
perly balanced meals -mixture. is the maxt- 
mum that should be given; and hay should 
be provided also, as much. as will be cleared 
up. : 
When fed in the way indieated a calf may 
be expected to gain rather over l1Ib. “daily 
in live-weight, which is sufficient for a store 


animal.

I the brilliant Orientalist and author of 
some of the most delightful travel-books 
of all time, who, in the days before the 
war, first likened the map of Palestine to 
a slice of bread from which one «small 
mouthful had been bitten by a dainty 
feeder. 

The comparison, if a little crude, was 
nevertheless an apt one. Palestine was in 
those days a rectangular stretch of land 
all but featureless in outline. School- 
teachers who directed their charges to 
demonstrate in practice a knowledge of 
map-making, and who left it to their 


pupils to choose their own subject, 
invariably found next morning that nine- 
tenths of their class had produced 
featureless drawings of a _ featureless 


oblong, which, had it not been for a title |. 


in the top left-hand corner, and a few 
place names inserted here and there, might 
have depicted almost anything except the 
most interesting country in the world. 

The war that changed the map of 
Europe changed also the map of Palestine. 
Nowadays, the easy-to-draw slice of bread 
comparison does not suffice. Int 
Palestine, now a little less monotonous in 
outline, was never the featureless country 
that its boundaries suggested. In point of 
fact it was, and still is, unique amongst 
the countries of the world, and possesses 
within its narrow limits more extra- 
ordinary and outstanding national 
characteristics and conditions, geographical, 
historical and climatic; than any country 
fifty times its size. 


CRADLE OF HISTORY. 


Nowhere else in the world is there to be 
found in such close proximity, so much 
wealth of tropical vegetation, such poverty 
of bleak wilderness that is awesome in its 
barrenness. Nowhere are there such 
extremes of heat and cold as in that smal! 
strip of the Mediterranean seaboard in 
which the history of the world was. 
cradled, and which throughout all time 
has been a land drenched with the blood 
of nations.

The name, Palestine, originally denoted 
the strip of coastline which was ruled by 
the Philistines, but by the beginning of 
the Christian era it was generally under- 
stood to include all the land lying between 
Lake. Huleh, or the Waters of Merom, 
and the “River of Egypt.’’ From the 


dawn of history it was, along with 
the surrounding country, inhabited by 


Semitic peoples, who came westward from 
the heart of Arabia in a series of journeys, 
and whose settlement in the country west 
of the Jordan was effected very slowly 
and only by force of arms. Since that 
time Palestine has been conquered and 
lost by Israelites, Assyrians, Macedonians, 
Parthiars., Romans, Byzantines, and 
Arabs. For a century, under the 
Omayyad Khalifs, it enjoyed unbroken 


peace within its borders, until it fell 
beneath the sway of Bagdad, was re- 
captured by Egyptians, lost to the 
Seljuks, and in 1099 taken by the 


Crusaders. A century and a half later 
it fell’ into Moslem hands, and remained 
so until 1517, when it was captured by the 
Turks, who. despite the Napoleonic 
invasion, held it for exactly 500 years, 
until on December 9th, 1917, Lord Allenby 
entered Jerusalem at the head of a 
victorious British Army. In all this time 
the Jews were in exile or in serfdom. 


HEAT AND COLD. 


A former High Commissioner of 
Palestine once remarked that the only 
word in the English dictionary which 
expressed the distinguishing characteristics 


of Palestine was the word “‘diversity.’’ 


Diversity in religion, diversity of climates, 
diversity of physical features, diversity of 
civilisations, diversity in races, languages 
and outlook; all these make up the 
national life. It is a land in which the 
resident may choose the climate and 
environment to suit his taste. If he 
wishes for coolness in summer he can live 
4,000 feet above sea level; if he desires 
warmth in winter, he may live almost 
1,500 feet below it. 

On a winter day he can leave Jerusalem 
where, overhead, a pale sun is striving to 
melt the snow on the Judean Hills, and 
descend, in the space of an hour and a 
half to Jericho, where he will find the 
temperature at 110 degrees in the shade. 

He has the choice of scenery that out- 
vies Killarney in its loveliness, or of 
mountains that are frightening in their 
barren ugliness; of peoples and customs 
and interests that are as different as night 
and day, and as widely separated as the 
Poles of the earth. 

Modern Palestine—governed by Great 
Britain, under a Mandate from the 
League of Nations—is separated from 
Syria on the north by a (theoretically) de- 
fined line, which runs from the Ladder ot 
Tyre to the Banias in the Lebanon Hills. 
The Eastern frontier, which borders Trans- 
jordania and the Hedjaz, is defineu by the 
left bank of the River Jordan, except 
in the Tiberias area, where the western 
shore of the Sea of Galilee becomes the 
boundary line, and runs due south to 
the Gulf of Akaba, where a rough track 
made by the camelry of the Palestine 
Gendarmerie patrolling backwards and 
forwards; north-west and south-east is 
the only visible evidence of the southern 
demarcation line, stretching across the 
sandy desert to Rafa, and dividing 
Palestine from Egypt. 

The western boundary is the Mediter- 
ranean coastline, which, except for 
harbours at Jaffa and Haifa is an un- 
broken stretch of sandy shore.

The area of the whole country is almost 
exactly equal to that of Munster, and its 
population is almost exactly the same as 
that of that southern Irish Province. 
Four-fifths of the whole population are 
Moslems ‘and one-tenth are wandering 
Bedouin Arabs. Almost the whole of the 
remainder of the population is»composed 
in equal proportions (80,000) of Christians 
and Hebrews, and nearly all of the latter 
have. entered Palestine during the last 


forty years. 

After the destruction of the Jewish 
Empire, and up to the year 1850, 
there was never at any time in the 


country more than a handful of Jews. In 
the thirty years that followed, however, 
the number was increased by a few 
hundreds, most of whom, old and weary, 
left Europe to pray and die in the Holy 
Land, and to be buried in its soil. 
Following the persecutions in Russia half- 
a-century ago, the movement of the Jews 
to Palestine became more pronounced, how- 
ever, and had increased, by 1880, to 
25,000, and by 1914 to between 90,000 and 
100,000, a total that was much reduced 
during the Great War by deportations, 
emigration, and deaths from famine. 


THE BIRTH OF ZIONISM. 


The Zionist idea first took form amongst 
the fourteen millions of Jews who are 
scattered throughout the world, about 
forty years ago. Large sums of money 
were collected in Europe and America. 
Societies were formed which purchased 
areas of land in Palestine for Jewish 
colonisation. Jewish agricultural colleges 
were founded, and the trained students 
from these institutions were sent to where- 
ever a few Jewish families were congre- 
gated. Together they developed the 
culture of oranges in the Jaffa area, and, 
cultivating the wild grape, manufactured 
and exported wine. They planted 
eucalyptus trees, and irrigated the rich, 
but parched, soil. 

This movement—a plan for the establish- 
ment of a Jewish National Home— 
conceived by a scattéred people, who, 
throughout their exile, had refused to 
accept the doctrine that the last vestiges 
of the Jewish State had been blotted out 
by Hadrian in the second century of the 
Chiistian Era, was given practical 
impetus by the formation, in 1897, of the 


Zionist Organisation, with the avowed 
object of creating in Palestine ‘‘a home 


for the Jewish people secured by public 
law.” 

The formation of this organisation 
created, at the time, a great deal of 
interest amongst the European Powers, 
all of which had long recognised the need 
for expansion of their Jewish population. 
To them Zionism offered a possible solu- 
tion of “ the problem of the Jews,’’ as it 
was called, by providing an outlet for the 
surplus population of Europe. The move- 
ment, however, and the interest which it 
aroused, both flagged when the Zionist 
organisation failed to obtain a colonisation 
charter from the Ottoman Government. 


BRITISH INTEREST, 


In 1902, however, a fresh impetus was 
given to the project, and the British 
authorities in Egypt, realising the import- 
ance of the European problem, seriously 
discussed the possibility of establishing 
a Jewish Colony in Sinai. This scheme, 
for various reasons, principally on account 
of lack of water, was found to be 
impracticable, and in the following year 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, on behalf of the 
British Government, offered 6,000 square 
miles in the Guas Ngishu plateau in East 
Africa, to the Zionists. 
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Tas Tower or DAVID, JERUSALEM, 


The Seventh Zionist Congress, which 
was in session at Vienna at the time, 
refused this offer, and, in recording thanks 
to the British Government, stated that 
the establishment of a Jewish National 
Home was inconceivable in any part 
of the world except Palestine. The Porte, 
however, refused to make a grant of land 
to new Jewish colonists, stating that the 
colonies already established were sufficient, 
and the Zionists had, perforce, to adopt 
other means to fulfill their aspirations. 
Supplied as they were with enormously 
generous gifts of money from Sir Moses 
Montifiore, Baron de Rothschild, and 
many other wealthy Jews in America and 
Europe, they continued to purchase, when- 
ever possible, from the Arab landowners, 
small parcels of land, almost all of it 
barren desert or mosquito-infested swamps 
throughout Palestine. Gradually these 
areas—valueless to their original owners— 
were added to, an acre here and an acre 
there, until, in 1913, Zionists had 
established abont a dozen small and 
impoverished colonies. Slowly at first, 
one family at a time, the immigrants 
from Europe entered Palestine, and 
settled on the uired. lands, 
distributing the older 
Jews of the country and them in 
their all but impossible task of reclaiming 
their heritage. Then came the war that 
changed the whole world outlook of the

Literary Dublin. 


Anyone reading the social history of 
Dublin must be struck by the number oí 
references to booksellers and to printing 
houses. | And, indeed, the city has an 
honourable record in this respect; for, 
about the year 1800 there were four news- 
papers, three monthly magazines, and no 
less than thirty-nine master printers with 
working. establishments. After this the 
trade suffered a decline, and the chief 
books that issued for some time were the 
Burton Books, which were, to say the 
least, of a very light character; but, about 
1820, there was a definite upward move- 
ment, the “ Dublin Penny Journal” 
introduced a steam machine, and twenty 
magazines appeared within five years. 
About this time newsvendors would lend 
the papers at a penny an hour; and a 
popular feature was an almanac called 
““Poor Robin’s Remarks,’’ which foretold 
the weather, etc. It is said that the boy 
who assisted the compositor with this 
publication would say: “Jack, what will 
I put in for March?” 


In Belfast. 


During the period of decline in the 
Dublin printing trade, a journal published 
the following :—‘‘ Now, justice compels us 
to say that the only town in Ireland which 
has kept any pace with the literary stir 
of the last thirty years is the spirited town 
of Belfast.” The town showed its spirit 
in other ways, too; for, as there was a 
heavy duty on paper, smuggling was 
prevalent. There was no Antrim road 
then, such as now, and the way was over 
the mountain about Ligoniel, where paper 
and carrier Were often seized by the 
Excise men. Another way was found 
out of the difficulty, and wrappers that 
had received the stamp of the Excise 
authorities were retained by the printers, 
sent back to the mill, and used again on 
the next batch of paper, thus escaping the 
payment of duty. 


Sunday Cravel. 


Every Sunday the Great Southern Rail- 
way consideratcly provides a real train 
from Cork to Dublin. Sabbath passengers 
have no embarrassing choice to make— 
they either travel by it, or they do not 
make the journey at all on that day. 
One’s residence in this train is 80 pro- 
tracted that one begins to feel quite an 
affection for it—it seems, after a time, to 
be the only homie one has ever known. 
What if it does take over six hours to 
win through to Dublin? What if it does 
make lengthy halts at remote stations, 
where no man gets on or off? It is all in 
the game. But there is a snag in all 
earthly happiness, and the snag here is 
that it is impossible to get anything to 
read. Not even in Cork station, not even 
at Limerick Junction—where the train 
plays its invariable joke of rushing 
through the station, only to return to it 
backwards—is one able to buy as much as 
a newspaper. The company, one feels, 
disapproves of Sunday newspapers. But 
the next time I travel by this endearing 
train I shall buy papers, lots and lots of 
papers, before I resign myself to the com- 
pany’s paternal care, 


An Ideal Theatre. 


My dramatic colleague writes:—It is 
seldom that one encounters. a theatre so 
delightfully placed and beautiful in itself 
as the Municipal Theatre at Malvern, 
where the Shaw Festival is now in full 
swing. It was built only in 1928, and was 
formally opened about a month ago by the 
Duke of Gloucester. It has seating 
accommodation for about a thousand on 
tip-up seats placed in two sections 
called stalls and circle, and the stage is 
completely visible from every seat. 
Plenty of room is allowed between the 
rows of seats, so that the members of the 
audience are not cramped nor crushed. 

The interior is beautifully decorated, 
and the curtain is a glowing mass of vivid 
colours. In the lounges and the foyer 
flowers abound, so that the place looks 
more like a garden than a theatre. In 
the intervals audiences can wander into 
the beautifal. Priory Park, in which the 
theatre is situated, or into Winter 
Gardens adjoining. In brilliant weather, 
such as has been the lot of the Shaw 
Festival, thia facility is availed of to its 
fullest extent. 

Viewed from the outside the theatre 
is not ao attractive. It forms a part of a 
group of buildings, with the Winter 
Garden and Spa as centre and a cinema 
opposite wing The front elevation is the 
stage end, so that the audiences during

Dry Raheny ! 


A friend reminded me tha other day oí 
a note of mine some months ago, in which 
I commented on the way in which 
Raheny—just two miles outside the city 
boundary, and on one of the most popular 
rail and road highways between Dublin 
and Howth—has managed to preserve its 
character as a rural, almost primitive, 
hamlet. Pleased as my friend is that his 
surroundings have escaped the attentions 
of the jerry-builder, and the many curses 
of modern suburbia, he had, at least, »ne 
definite grievance. Within a few yards of 
his house refreshing supplies of Vartry 
water ran past bis door in its iron conduit 
pipe to minister to the needs of Sutton 
and Howth. while the dwellers in Raheny, 
a few weeks ago, foffnd their wells ex- 
hausted. Now, though the immediate :n- 
convenience—and the danger of more 
serious consequences—has passed for the 
moment, he still wants to know why ‘the 
Vartry main should not be tapped for the 
residents’ benefit. I can see no reason 
why this simple expedient is not adopted ; 
but, I suppose, it is merely part of the 
price which must be paid until Mr. 
Mulcahy can find time to bring Raheny 
and other thirsty ‘‘ satellite’’ villages into 
Greater Dublin. 


Darkest Howth. 


Another friend with whom T discussed 
similar questions recently tells me that 
residents in Sutton and Howth, which, in 
spite of their rapidly-growing populations, 
have so far been denied supplies of either 
gas or electricity, are beginning to get 
busy in the electricity department.

7 ide-Gauge. 
The other day, when on the Carlisle 
Pier at Kingstown, I was shown the 


instrument which records the rise and fall 
of the tide. A brief description will serve 
to slow how clever, vet, at the same time, 
simple, this interesting instrument is. A 
galvanised iron tube dips into the water, 
well below the level of the lowest spring- 
tide, and reaches up through the floor of 
the instrument room. In the tube there 
is a float, which is connected to the record- 
ing instrument: by a length of platinum 
wire. As the float rises or falls with the 
tide, the wire causes, by a system of 
reduction gearing, a pen to move corre- 
spondingly over a chart on a revolving 
drum driven by clock-work. 

From this chart the state of the tide at 
any hour may be quickly ascertained. -An 
interesting feature of this record so 
obtained at Kingstown. is that the arrival 
or departure of a mail-boat is always 
timed on the chart by a slight temporary 
fluctuation of the curve.

A Mechanical Hare. 


When the Shannon Scheme begins to 
work—a correspondent writes—I suppose 
we shall have plenty of power to spare for 
such frivolities as the electric hare.

‘The 
other day I noticed a crowd in a field, and 
found that ‘‘ dog-racing’’ was in full 
swing with a simple but ingenious 
mechanical hare. e apparatus con- 
sisted of a bicycle turned up-side-down, 
and with the back tyre removed, a 
formidable length of stout string, and a 
very dead-looking hare. The hare was 
attached to one end of the string, and the 
wheel of the bicycle to the other, As soon 
as the signal was given the operator began 
to turn the pedals, and the hare was 
dragged along the field at incredible 
speed, hotly pursued by the dogs. It 
seemed to work very well, and I saw a 
pile of limp-looking hares lying beside the 
bicycle, for use, no doubt, in the event of 
the operator being a little slow in getting 
the mechanism into motion. 


A Murdered Irish Priest. 


The official organ of the Maynooth 
Mission to China, The Far East, confirms 
Timothy Leonard, a 


member of the 
mission, was 
murdered in China 


in July by bandits. 
Father Leonard 
‘‘joined the mission 
in 1918. immediately 
after his ordination 
for the diocese of 
"imerick, and was 
one of the pioneer 
band of sixteen who 
went ont in 1920 to 
nan what is now 
the Han Yang 
Vicariate.”” Last 
year, when the Pope 
assigned to the Maynooth Mission a new 
district in the province of Kiangsi, Father 
Leonard was transferred. He took charge 
of Nan Feng and the surrounding 
territory, and began his toils by giving a 
far-reaching series of missions. One of 
his colleagues reports that he prepared 
himself for these missions by six days of 
silence and prayer—a retreat that was to 
be his last before his death. 

A cable message, which reached the 
headquarters of the Mission at Navan, 
reported that he had been killed by 
bandits on July 14th. The proposal is 
made that his body shall be brought home 
to Jreland for interment in the new 
Church of St. Columban in the Mission 
College. Father Leonard was a member 
of the Irish-speaking association called 
An Fáinne.

The Communication Cord. 


The incident of the gentleman who 
pulled the communication cord because his 
fallow-traveller used a portable wireless 
s§, presumably with loud speaker com- 
plete, has a certain piquance. Talking 
about the use of the communication cord 
with a friend, I learned that the cord 
does not really communicate, but merely 
afiects steam pressure in such a way that 
the locomotive driver might well suppose 
that nothing but an ordinary leak had 
occurred, the effects of which he may 
endeavour fo counteract, and so make the 
cord useless at a moment of real crisis. 
At the same time I heard a story of two 
well-known [Irish lifferateurs in this 
connection. Crossing the bridge over the 
Boyne, said one to the other: “I'd give 
ten pounds to get a leisured view of that 
valley”: whereupon his companion 
pulled the communication cord, remarking: 
‘All right, my dear fellow, it will only 
cost you two.’’ ' 


The Maiden’s Tower. 


If you walk along the sands from Bettys- 
town right up to the Boyne mouth, you 
will see standing between the shore and 
the little village of Mornington a grey- 
white tower. This is known in the 
locality as the Maiden’s Tower, and the 
name is explained in several ways. To 
me the prettiest story is that which tells 
how a lovely girl of the neighbourhood 
fell in love with a stalwart fisherboy. Her 
father was furious at the prospect of a 
mésalliance; so he built the tower and 
immured the maid therein. But “stone 
walls do not a prison make”’; the fisher 
lad found means to communicate with tis 
sweetheart, laughing at the anxious father 
as Jupiter did at Acrisius, who shut up 
Dane in a brazen tower. Elopement, 
however, was more difficult; still, ‘‘ love 
will find out a way.” One night, all the 
arrangements having been made, potioned 
possets for the warders, and the like, the 
fisher lad was to stand off shore with his 
boat and carry the girl away to happier 
surroundings. Al] went well, the a 
slept, the keys were abstracted, the doors 
opened, the lover’s boat could be seen 
upon the water. Suddenly, out of the 
night, swept down the dread privateer, 
Paul Jones. Conflict was bitter, but his 
mates urged the boy to run to his sweet- 
heart; she watched him rowing a small 
boat shorewards, under the light of the 
moon. But the enemy overtook him in 
the shallows. and slew him in the surf 
beneath his lady’s eyes. Her father found 
her sick with misery, and would have 
brought her home and tended her. But 
she would not leave her tower, and in a 
little while, she pined away and died. 
To this day, with precarious ascent, you 
may climb the crumbling stairway to her 
cham ber. 


To Town by Water. 


It occurs to me that all the expedients 
for ameliorating the lot of city workers 
from the suburbs during the strike have 
not yet been tried. There is the river 
way. Owners of motor launches for hire 
do little business during the week; why 
do they not run an emergency service from 
Howth and Kingstown up river to 
O’Connell Bridge? I see that in England 
the inhabitants of up river suburbs like 
Teddington and Richmond go down the 
Thames in motor-boats to business, 
landing at Westminster and Blackfriars, 
returning at night by the same route. 
This they do for pleasure. Why should 
we, too, not extract pleasure from our 
temporary necessities? It seems to me 
that a new interest in the life of the city 
would be bred in folk who came to town 
by water; and that the morning’s cruise 
would add exhilaration to the day’s work 
while the evening cruise home would 
dissipate the day’s weariness. It is, 
perhaps, not astonishing that hired boats 
have not already been used; but it does 
surprise me that no private owner has 
adopted this form of transport to his 
office. 


Mushrooms. 


I am told that mushrooms have been 
fairly plentiful in many parta of the 
country this season, yet one has to pay 
from a shilling to one and sixpence per 
dozen for them in Dublin. Surely, such 
a price is absurd. If some enterprisin 
people in the country sent supplies o 
mushrooms by train to Dublin every morn- 
ing they could reap a substantial profit, 
and yet enable city folk to purchase them

MALLOW, Wednesday. 
It is only fitting that a town with Mallow’s 
— connection with the history of racing m 
Ireland should give support as unstinted as 
it did to-day to the first of its two-day meet- 
ings. To-day’s event has heightened the 
town’s reputation for good sportsmanship. 
The racing was excellent, the weather kind, 
and the attendance exceeded the expectations 
of the management committee. he three 
essentials of success were present. From the 


strictly racing int of view, it was a 
favourites’ day, four of the six events being 
won by much-fancied. horses at average 
prices. 


The popularity of the meeting may be due 
in part to the combination of three forms 
of racing—flat, hurdle and steeplechase. This 
mixture gives added charm to the interest 
and excitement with which the races are 
watched. 

During the forenoon the weather was un- 
certain, but in the afternoon brilliant sun- 
shine prevailed. The scene on the beautiful 
course on the banks of the Blackwater was 
one of colour. All three stands were filled 
to their capacity, and the enclosure was also 
crowded. The course itself, admittedly one 
of the finest in Ireland, was in excellent con- 
dition, a result due to the special prepara- 
tions made under the eye of Mr. B. W. 
Purdon, the popular secretary and manager. 

To-morrow, it is hoped, to-day’s success 
will be exceeded ; if not, it is likely to wit- 
ness more important racing. 

THE NEW ORDER. 

The success of the meeting, however, does 
not. hring to the town the same amount of 
business as of old. Motor cars and other 
modern forms of transport have proved in 
one respect to be the enemies, as well as 
the friends of business people. Hotel- 
keepers in this matter have little reason 
for complaint, but other business folk pos- 
sibly regret the fact that modern methods 
deprive them of trade that used to be theirs 
in former years. 

To-day the change that is the inevitable 
result of newer methods was particularly 
noticeable here. For a few hours the usual 
peace was disturbed by the noise of many 
inotor cars and "buses, each bearing *ts com- 
plement of passengers to the racecourse. 
Civic Guards took up positions at short 
distances in the narrow streets to direct the 
continuous stream of traffic. The horse was 
displaced, except for an occasional hackney. 
which ventured with great temerity into the 
line of fast moving vehicles, and then, with 
an alacrity equa! to their appearance, these 
cars, symbolic of a new order, had dis- 
appeared, leaving the town to fit itself un 
comfortably into its usual groove, 


Sport now is a commercialised form 
of entertainment, indulged in with 
a $$ minimum of cost and time. 
As vet the question remains unanswered 
whether Mallow and other similar Irish 


provincial towns will ever see a revival of the

The statement quoted was contained in a 
reply sent by the Ministry to the 
Tramways Company on receipt of 
their intimation that they could not 
see their way to allow the services to 
be resumed. Mowing about the city 
during the day ome came across many 
people who strongly supported the 
view that the company, by their re- 
fusal to resume the services, had 
shown very littde regard for public 
convenience, and there were many 
who could not understand why the 
company should adopt such a course, 
in view of the fact that the losses 
they would incur by running the ser- 
vices on the old conditions would be 
very little compared with the loss 
they are suffering by the complete 
stoppage. : 


In the course of a conversation with an 
Irish Times representative, Mr. 
Ferguson spoke very strongly on the 
‘‘ unreasonable attitude ’’ of the com- 
pany, and said that as a utility ser- 
vice they should not have refused to 
resume, especially as the course pro- 
posed by the Minister was a normal 
one, and the company stood te lose 
nothing—it was not as if they were 
asked to pay increased wages. 


There was a further reply from Mr. 
Marshall Harriss to the Ministry’s 
communication in the afternoon. In 
this letter he defended the company’s 
decision, and pointed out that the 


directors of the company, while not’ 


any more in favour of arbitration 
than on the 14th inst., were willing 
to accept it in the interests of the 
public. 


The alternative of a Court of Inquiry 


without power to enforce its findings, 
and the added uncertainty of any 
immediate legislation, still appeared 
to the company to be no ‘ustifeation 
for indefinite retention of excessive 
expenses which the financial position 
of the company does not warrant. 
The Board, he wrote, was surprised 
that their prime consideration for the 
shareholders should be taken as com- 
plete disregard of public convenience. 


Earlier in the day the men had a meeting 


at which they expressed their willing- 


ness to resume work immediately on 


the conditions obtaining before the 
stoppage. They also approved of a 
letter which had been sent by their 
National Secretary to the Ministry 
intimating that the union would be 
represented at the inquiry, which it 
would facilitate in every way possible. 


the course of the afternoon the 
Ministry announced that the per- 
sonnel of the Court of Inquiry had 
been completed and the terms of 
reference and procedure prepared.

COURT OF INQUIRY. 


RULES OF PROCEDURE. 


_ The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
issued the following statement last night re- 
garding the setting up of the Court of Inquiry 
and rules of procedure :— . 

Whereas the Industrial Courts Act, 
1919, the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
has power to appoint a Court of Inquiry to 
inquire into the causes and circumstances of 
any existing or apprehended trade dispute, 
and any matters appearing to him to be con- 
nected with or relevant to the dispute, and to 
make rules regulating the p ure of any 
such £( ourt ; 

And whereas negotiations have been pro- 
eeding between the Dublin United Tramways 
o.. Lid., and its employés on the subject of 
@ reduction in the wages paid by the com- 
pany; 

And whereas the parties to this dispute 
—á e failed to arrive at a settlement of the 
cispute; 

Now, therefore, the Minister for Industry 

and Commerce, by virtue of the ers 
vested in him by the said Act and all other 
powers enabling him in that behalf, appoints 
‘he persons named in the Schedule hereto to 
constitute a Court of Inquiry, and directs 
them to inquire into the causes and circum- 
stances of the dispute between the Dublin 
United Tramways Company and its em- 
Piovés, and to report thereon to him : 
“And the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce directs that the following rules re- 
garding the procedure of the Court shall have 
eflect, that is to say :— 


1. (i.) Any person may, by notice in writing 


Signed by the Chairman of the Court, be re- 


(uested to attend as a witness and give evi- 
dence before the Court, or to attend and 
produce any documents relevant to the 
subject-matter of inqui , or to furnish, in 
writing or otherwise as the Court may direct, 
Such particulars in relation to the subject- 
matter of the inquiry as the Court may 
fequire. 

ii.) The Court may require any witness to 
hairman or 
any person duly authorised may administer 
an oath for that yg ge 

2. The report of the Court shall be made 
to the Minister in writing, and shall be 
signed by such of the members as concur 
therein, and ehall be transmitted as soon as 
practicable after the conclusion of the 
inquiry; and in the same manner a minority 
report may be made by any dissentient mem- 
ber or members of the Court. 

5. Subject to these rules, the Court may 
regulate its own procedure as it thinks fit. 

4. In these rules the expression “ Act ” 
means the Industrial Courts Act, 1919; the 


_ expression ‘* Minister’’ means the Minister 


for Industry and Commerce. and the expres- 
Sion “Court” means the Court of Inquiry 
appointed above by the Minister under the

“NO REDUCTION,” 


Mr. Clay was the only speaker at yester- 
day’s meeting of the men in the Trades 
Hall, Capel street. In the course of his 
address he referred to. ‘‘semi-official pro- 
posals’’ that had been made to the Union 
that involved a reduction in wages as a pre- 
liminary to the resumption of the company’s 
services. ‘‘Qur reply to that,” said Mr.

indicated their preparedness to restart 
on that understanding. : 


SECOND WEEK’S BENEPIT. 


To-day and to-morrow the men on strike 
will receive their second week’s strike benefit 
from the Amalgamated Transport and Gene- 
ral Workers’ Union. The amount to be paid 
each man will be the same as was granted 
last week, but it is not unlikely that if the 
strike should drag on much longer the unien 
will seek to raise funds to augment the pay- 
ments all round. 

Already, indeed, there ‘s talk of an appeal 
to the pulbic for funds, althongh there is no 
reason to believe that the union is behind it. 

From the start the Dublin Trades and 
Labour Council has been interesting itself in 
the dispute, having undertaken to suppart 
the union in every way possible. In the Tast 
few days it has been endeavouring to find a 
formula upon which a settlement of the dis- 
pute might be reached, and now, according 
to its Secretary; Mr. P. T. Daly, if there is 
still no sign of a settlement to-night, the 
Council in all likelihood will issue an appeal 
to the public for subscriptions to supplement

"We have already received several indivi- 
dual offers,’’ said Mr. Daly to an /rish Times 
representative yesterday, ' and if we opened 
a fund to-morrow we would have at least

500. As against this, it was pointed out 
to the company by the deputation that they 
would have the advantage of a public inquiry 
into their case for financial relief, whilst at 
the same time retaining the good-will of the 
public and their employés and avoid the 
snormous loss that a prolonged extension of 
the stoppage would entail. 

“The decision of the Tramways Hern r ! 
was conveyed in the following terms at 5.4 
p.m. on Saturday :—‘ The directors are thank- 
ful to you for moving in the matter; but the 
company is not prepared to resume except on 
the distinct understanding that they are 
going to get relief from the burdens at pre- 
sent being borne under the head of wages.’ 
Our proposals would clearly limit the Tram- 
ways ben no © liabilities to three months’ 
wages, although we believe there would be 
no reason that the finding of the ‘nquiry 
should not be available within a fortnight. 
It was this that Mr. McKenna had in mind 
when proposing the original formula. 

“We hope the Tramways Company will

“I am directed by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of 27th inst., from 
which he is pleased to learn that your 
directors how favour arbitration as a means 
of settlement of the dispute with their em- 
ployés. Your former communication, to 
which you refer, while apparently accepting 
that principle, contained such reservations 
as to render its application almost impossible. 
However, as the representatives of your em- 
ployés definitely declined to agree to arbitra- 
tion, and as the. Minister possessed no 
statutory powers to énforce arbitration on the 
parties concerned, that means of ending the 
deadlock was unavailable. vgs 

‘There, therefore, remained to the Minister 
only one method by which he could endeavour 
to bring the dispute to an end—viz., by the 
exercise of his statutory power under the 
Industria! Courts, Act, 1919, to set up a 
committee to enquire into the causes and 
cireumstances of the dispute and report to 
him. It is true that Act does not provide 
for the findings of the Committee, or the 
Minister’s decision thereon, being enforceable 
on either party to the dispute, but past 
experience has shown that the labours of such 
a committee have been most effective in 
bringing about a settlement in _ similar 
industrial troubles.

“As it is proposed to publish this letter, 
a copy of my communication of 14th inst. as 
to the suggested arbitration is appended to 
it, so that those who read it may judge 
whether it entitles you to say that it ‘ con- 
tained such reservations as to render its 
application aliost impossible,’ and whether 
it warrants your original statement that 
‘arbitration. 1s not acceptable to both sides.’ 
‘Incidentally, it may be mentioned that this 
expression was translated in a prominent 
Press heading as ‘arbitration ruled out by 
both sides.’) 

“My directors do not favour arbitration 
any more now than when my letter of 14th 
inst. was written, but they were willing to 
accept it in the interests of the public, and 
that method of settlement was referred to in 
iny letter of yesterday as a ready and certain 
means of procuring the immediate resumption 
of services. 

“The alternative of a Court of Inquiry, 
without power to enforce its findings and 
entitled only to report to the Minister, who, 
in his turn, has no compelling authority— 
added to the uncertainty of any immediate 
resulting legislation—still appears t@ the com- 
pany to be insufficient justification for in- 
definite reversion to excessive expense which 
the company’s financial position certainly 
does not warrant. 

“The Board is surprised that their decision 
—which was dictated by their prime responsi- 
bility for the interests of their shareholders, 
of whom so little mention is made in the 
correspondence on this subject—should be 
called ‘a complete disregard of the public 
convenience.’ 

“Tf that remark had been applied by the 
Minister to those who refused to make any 
sacrifice whatever, and who without ‘ reserva- 
tion’ declined arbitration, even though it 
would bring about immediate resumption of 
services, it is submitted that it would have 
been more appropriate. i 

‘it is not inopportune to mention here 
that fully twelve months ago the unfair 
burdens which the company endured in re- 
spect of way-leaves, taxation and road main- 
tenance, side by side with unrestricted licens- 
ing of motor omnibus competitors, were 
directly brought to the notice of the Govern- 
mént without result; and, even at that time, 
it was pressed upon the Government that the 
discontinuation of tramway services, if such 
opposition were still extended, would 
seriously affect the convenience of the tra- 
velling public, but no action was taken. 

‘‘In all these circumstances, my Board 
claims that the charge of complete disregard 
of public convenience does not apply fh the 
company.+-Yours faithfully, G. Mars#att 
HarRiss.”’

A repert which has been issued by the 
Belfast ‘tramway Committee indicates that 
the municipal undertuking now has overcome 
the difficulties which arose from the 
cempetition, now restricted, and that the 
uidertaking is steadily progressing. The total 
receipts “or the fortnight ended 23rd August 
were £24,709, as against £18,599 in 192%. 
The tota! passengers carried in this perioi 
igeregated 4,509,027, compared with 
2,550,097. A feature of the returns was the 
talked increase in 2d. passengers, these nuin- 
bering 1,299,710, against 998,721. The 1d. 
wassengers _ twtalied 2.973.382, against 
2,579,310. The mileage covered by the trams 
in the fortnight was 339,151, an increase of 
24,201 over the same period of 1928, and 
57,185 over 1927. The Civic omnibuses re 
ceipts for the fortnight showed an increase «f 
£1,410 over 1928, while the passengers num- 
hered 237,959, as against 85,172, an inerease 


of 151,787.

Committee of Agriculture a deputation trom 
the county branch of the Irish Dairy Shor’ 
horn Breeders’ Association attended, and 
made representations for financial aid ainoun! 
ing to £41, which they suggested should be

5—For‘the best yields of milk and butter 
fats by non-pedigree heifers, three years gli 
and under at the date of calving. 

4—For the best yields of milk and butter 
fats of any individual herd of not less tha» 
five cows. : 


LOSS TO THE COUNTY,

after which they were shipped to England. 
The Association, in furtherance of the objects 
of the scheme, suggested that a show and 
sale of live stock be held in the county.

Mr. Snowden’s ‘Triumph. 


There can be no doubt that Mr. 
Snowden has triumphed at The Hague. 
Ninety per cent. of the British demands 
have been conceded, and, when we re- 
member the airy generosity with which 
previous. Ministers have sacrificed their 
country’s money upon the altar of magni- 
ficence, we can appreciate more fully the 
gratitude that is owed to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer At least’ £2,000,000 of 
the £2,500,000 that were in dispute have 
been conceded . without, any . unfair in- 
cidence upon the smaller Powers. For 
some three weeks continental diplomacy 
has buffeted in vain against Mr. Snowden’s 
“No, and finally ‘the heritage cif 
Metternich has been compelled to yield to 
who 
knows his’ own mind. The provision by 
which Italy will buy 1,000,000 tons of 
British coal per annum, for three years at 
the best price tuling at the timé of con- 
tract will give a much-needed fillip to a 
struggling industry. The Chancellor has 
displayed a happy sense of the fitness of 
things.. by this blending of inter- 
national finance with labour requirements. 
Germany’s consent is necessary to the 
agreement, but although certain difficul- 
ties have arisen in matters of detail, there 
is no reason to suppose that the agreement 
will meet with any serious opposition. 
Indeed, Mr. Snowden’s determination that 
neither a defeated foe nor a weaker ally 
should be victimised is, perhaps, the best 
jewel in,.the crown of, his. achievement. 
He stood “fon a-fair division of the exist- 
ing spoils, and he has succeeded. 

lt is unpleasant. to pry too deeply 
into the  modtes:* that ‘ disfigure the 
vision of others, yet we cannot but 
deplore the casuistry that has been 
shown in some quarters. The methods 
employed have suggested a game of 
poker on, a .trans-Atlantic liner rather 
than a serious effort to secure a 
proper and honourable settlement.

“ Let your communication be Yea, yea; 
Nay, nay,’’ was a doctrine almost for- 
gotten, and its reintroductién by the 
Chancellor will set an excellent example 
for-future occasions. Politeness is a great 
virtue, but, carried to excess, it sometimes 
becomes weakness or dishonesty; and a 
short study of history will convince most 
people that occasionally it can be both.

A Public Duty. 


The Free State Government has lost no 
time in the appointment of its Court of 
Inguiry in connection with the Dublin 
strike. A court of three 
members, under the presidency of Mr. 
Justice Davitt, has been established, and 
will. begin its work immediately. its 
terms of reference—‘‘to inquire into the 
causes and circumstances” oí the 
dispute—are sufficiently wide to embrace 
the whole transport problem, and 
we’ may hope that Judge Davitt and 
his colleagues will leave nothing undone 
to unravel the tangle into which a policy 
of drift has allowed the city’s traffic to 
become involved. The Court may require 
any person to attend and give evidence, 
if necessary, on oath, and, if it interprets 
its mandate wisely, its report ought to be 
of the greatest possible value. In a 
matter of such vital importance, however, 
a proper report cannot be expected to be 
ready in a few days. If the Court of 
Inquiry merely confines its investigations 
to the problem of wages, it probably can 
finish its task “in forty-eight hours; but 
we hope sincerely that it will go very 
much more deeply into the problem. In 
these circumstances, we Íeel strongly that 
the hands of the Court should be left 
entirely free. If it is forced to conduct 
its inquiries while the tramway services 
are suspended, it, naturally, will be 
anxious to produce its report with the 
least possible delay—in other words, it 
will be working with a pistol at its head. 
It is quite certain now that the tramway 
men will not go back to work on any 
reduced basis of pay before the Court 
has issued its report. ~ Consequently, 
the Tramway Company will lose its entire 
revenue during the period of the Court's 
investigations. If, on the other hand, it 
should comply with the request of the 
“Government, and ‘resume its services 
immediately on the basis of the status 
quo—without prejudice to its future 
action—it will lose, at the most, the ten 
per cent. of its wages bill of which it is 
trying to get rid. Surely, therefore, the

Farewell to Sunday. 


The Bolsheviks have devised a plan ior 
the achievemeht of two ends at one stroke. 
They propose to reorganise the working 
week of all employés in Russia in such 
fashion that a weekly general holiday will 
disappear. Factories will be kept work- 
ing at-full blast all the week round, and 
the week will be one of six days. Every 
day one-sixth of the workers will be free. 
Thus every worker. will enjoy one-day of 
rest in six, but no single day will see a 
general abstinence from labour. It is 
considered that this plan will be more 
economic than the ordinary six-day work- 
ing wéek with a general day of rest on 
Sundays; and, beside serving the turn of 
economists and calculators, it will abolish

a people that will know no more—save 
on the revolutionary anniversaries—the 
general calm’ that we associate with the 
weekly day of general rest. Perhaps, 
there will arise:an Elia in Russia to 
lament the red-letter days of old that are 
the dead-letter days of the new times.

THE CENSORSHIP OF 
PUBLICATIONS, 


FIRST APPLICATION OF THE 
ACT. 


From Ovr POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The circulation of the weekly journal, 
Health and Strength, has been prohibited 
under the Free State Censorship of Publi- 
cations Act. On asking for it at a well- 
known publishers’ and newsagents’ shop 
in Dublin yesterday I was informed that 
it was not on sale. 
tions from the managers stated that the 
paper was not only withdrawn from sale, 
but that no orders for back numbers of it 
could be executed. 

I learned that an Order had been 
received from the Ministry for Justice 
informing the firm that the paper con- 
travened Section 16 of the Cehsorship of 
Publications Act, and its sale in the Free 
State was, therefore, prohibited. 

At the office of the Minister for Justice 


I learnt that the Srey ap ee had been 


the subject of complaint lodged by mem- 
bers of the public, who drew attention to 
certain of its advertisements. The 
Ministry~ was satisfied, on examination, 
that the matter complained of contravened 
the section which prohibits the oo. yeeeae 
of matter relating to contraceptives, and 
an Order was issued to the wholesale news- 
paper agencies that the paper was not 
to be distributed until publication of such 
matter ceased. 

Health and Strength is thus the first 
publication to be placed on the Free State 
Censor’s list, and an interesting point is 
that the Prohibition Order has been made 
by Mr, P. J. Hogan, Mimister for Agri- 
culture, acting for the Minister for 
Justice, who now is absent on holidays. 
Another interesting point is that the Order 
has been made without waiting to set up 
the Board of Censors. Such power, how- 
ever, is reserved to the Minister under the 
section. 

I anderstand that letters have been 
issued to certain people inviting them to 
act on the Board of Censorship, and that 
within the next week or ten days the 
Board will be appointed. . 

The Censorship .of Publications Act 
became operative as from the 16th July 
last, and a formal instruction was issued 
to the Commissioner of the Civic Guards 
as to the purpose of the Act.

Thirteen persons, including a girl of 
five years, nine women of various ages, 
and three men were admitted to Dublin 
nospitals as the result of injuries caused 
by a sudden outbreak of fire in a ‘bus 
which was running from Crumlin into 
Dublin yesterday afternoon. 

The "bus was owned by Mr. Joseph 
Farrell, of St. Joseph’s avenue, Dolphin’s 

rn. It had stopped at the corner of 
Meath street and Brabazon street when 
the passengers saw flames shoot from the 
space between the driver’s seat and the 
front doorway, The. driver, Joseph 
Harvey, of Bayview avenue, North Strand, 
escaped uninjured, but the firé spread so 
rapidly that the passengers were unable 
to approach the usual exit. In a moment 
they were panic stricken. Efforts were 
made to open the emergency door, but it 
was found to be jammed. Women became 
hysterical and rushed towards the rear 
portion of the "bus. Two passengers, in 
the confusion, were knocked down and 
trampled. The jamming of the emergeticy 
door heithtened the confusion. The 
position of the imprisoned passengers \ as 
desperate. The flames spread relentlessly, 
and many passengers were severely burned 
in their efforts to es:ape. 


WORK OF RESCUE. 

Guards ‘Lawlor and Leonard, of the 
Newmarket Station, heard the screams of 
the women -passengers, and, rushing to 
the spot, they broke the windows of the 
"bus. Women and children. some of them 
terrible burned, were pulled out through 
the windows, and several. men were 
rescued. The emergency door by:this time 
had been “forced open, and through it the 
remaindér of the passengers. escaped. 

' The Guards were assisted in their rescue 
work by civilians, who wórked: at con- 
siderable .risk of injury from flame and 
broken glass. Py. 

Of- the rescued passengers many, were 
moaning . piteously. A . Paragon ‘bus 
coming into town stopped to assist the 
injured, and in it several of the suficrers 
were removed to the Meath Hospital. 
others being taken to. Steevens’ Hospital 
in the Fire Brigade Ambulance. 

Most of the injured had bcen burned 
about the head and face, but one or two 
escaped with nothing more serious than 
burned hands. Some were. both cut and 
burned. : : 

Two sections oí the Fire Brigade, under 
Lieutenant Connolly, arrived and extin- 
guished: the. flames, but not before the 
woodwork of the 'bus had been consumed.

The Times to-day, in a leading article on 
the settlement’ at The Hague, says:—In the 
early hours of yesterday morning the long 
argument at The Hague reached its final stage, 
the grimmest and most protracted struggle 
of all, and ended in a settlement which goes 
much farther towards meeting the legitimate 
claims.of this country than at one time 
seemed conceivable. It is not merely, or 
even so much, that a definite reduction has 
been made in the British financial sacrifice, as 
that the British view, which has never been 
challenged on grounds of pure justice, has nt 
last ‘been stated with determination and 
taken into proper account. 

That isa very definite triumph for the 
for “the 
pertinacious and clear -headed Yorkshireman. 
His origin in that proud county seems to 
have vecome a special cause of offence among 
his antagonists, who bore almost the whole 
weight of the burden. —It is quite true, no 
doubt, as Mr. Duff Cooper pointed out yes- 
terday, that a Labour Minister always stands 
British interests abroad. He can be 
certain, as his opponents cannot, that he has 
the country solid behind him. 

WHAT LABOUR HAS DONE. 
Tt is a matter of undisputed experience that 
no Conservative Government could have done 


the things that are being dene by Labour in 


these days—the rushing of troops and battle- 
ships to Palestine and the risking of economic 
disorganisation in Europe—except in the teeth 
of a violent and, perhaps, an effective opposi- 
tion, That is one reason why it happens, in 


| the:paradoxical chances of our party system, 


that. Conservatism is. so. often: less fruitful in 
foreign. policy than in domestic reform. It 
is also the “justification of those English

But: when all is said and done, immense 
credit remains with Mr. Snowden. He had a 
strong hand to play—a hand, be it remem- 
bered, with “which; in the main, the experts 
had provided him—but he played it with 
consummate courage, persistence and skill. 

The settlement has been welcomed in this 
country with enthusiasm, and even on the 
Cantinent. it has already heen greeted with 
a feeling very like relief, proceeds The Trmes. 
It is admittedly a compromise, but in view 
of the struggles of the past three weeks no 
other résult could ‘even have been hoped for. 
Mr. Snowden could hardly have been expected 
to obtain the last farthing of his demands. 
In accepting substantial satisfaction at the 
eleventh hour he has shown a prudent and 
statesmanlike moderation, which presents. a 
striking contsast to the grotesque . distortion 
of his personality which so lately filled a 
large section of the foreign Press. 

And now that the heat of the battle is 
over, ‘the bitter “words of: controversy wili, 
it may be hoped, ,speedily . be forgotten in 
the general satisfaction at the removal of the

but now that the main crisis-is over the final 
aud complete success of the Hague Conference 
is assured.

CORK, Wednesday. 
Mr. Mullan, Executive Vice-President 
Ireland Corporation of America, attended 
at & meeting of the Cork Harbour Commis- 


man, presiding—and outlined his corpora- 
tion’s scheme for the development of Cork 
Harbour. 3 . | 
Mr.. Mullan said he was connected with 
one of the largest engineering concerns in 
the United States as far as harbour build- 
Ing was concerned. After his trip round 
Cork, Harbour with members of, the, Board 
he communicated with Mr. Foley as. to 
the development of the harbour, and they 
were strongly of opinion that Cork was a 


be of great advantage to all Ireland as 
being a means of increasing trade and 
commerce. A free port would tend to 
bring Cork the trade of America, and 
would open up a field of trade between 
Cork and Liverpool. Mr. Foley would 
be very glad to come to Cork if the Board 
had set its mind on going ahead with the 
scheme. They had examined Mr. 
Nicholson’s scheme very carefully, and 
they did not see its practicability for the 
money 1t would cost to develop. 


WOULD BUILD THE HARBOUR. 

In, conjunction with’ Mr. Foley, they 
were’ also in contact with Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert,' who had practi- 
cally completed the Shannon scheme. He 
was asked to get the chief engineer of 
Messts. Siemens” fronf Germany “to 
ascertain his ideas on the development 
of the port, and if the Harbour Board 
were “willing to go ahead with the scheme 
they were willing to come in and build 
the harbour. 

From figures he had of the “port 
the ineome showed. that: they could 
finance the harbour themselves with- 
out any support from the Government. 
There was also the question. of time, and 
he pointed. out that already. there. were 
thoughts about establishing a free port in 
the North of Ireland... Cork, however, 
was the logical place for a free port, and 
at all times they would have - ample 
security for their dues. 

Two of the leading, ports. of. Europe, 
Hamburg and. Copenhagen, were free 
ports, and owed their development to that 
fact. As.a free port the Harbour Board 
would also be in receipt of private income 
from the Government as a Customs station. 

From the engineering ‘standpoint he 
was not in a position to give any 
information, but if the Harbour Board 
decided on going ahead with the scheme 
and handed liim over maps of the harbour 
before September 6th he would lay them 
before his principals in America, and 
would return to Cork by Oétober 1st with 
a definite set plan as to the best means of 
devélopment of their harbour. 


“ BITTEN ALREADY.”’ 

Mr. J. Sullivan pointed out that the 
survey and report by Mr. Nicholson had 
cost ‘them over. £1,500, and they . got 
nothing íor it, The Board had no money 
for gigantic schemes, and they had been 
bitten once already. - ' 

Mr. Mullan replied that they were. not 
going. to come into anv harbour scheme

VIRTUALLY 90 PER .CENT,, - 
OF HER CLAIMS.

THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 

What Great Britain actually receives in 
cash by the agreement which she has con- 
cluded with the four creditor Powers, and 
to which the assent of Germany is still 
required, can briefly be summarised as 
follows : — 

(1) A cash payment of 100,000,000 
marks, which is the surplus out of the 
balance to cover debt payments, to the 
United States for the first year. Calcu- 
lated. on the 645 per cent. tables, this 
capital sum of 100,000,000 marks gives an 
aniiuity of 7,200,000’ marks. 

(2) In annuities she gets 28,800,000 
marks made up by adding together (a) 
21,800,000 marks which, calculated on the 
64 per cent. tables, is the interest on the 
surplus of 300,000,000 marks arising from 
the transition period between the Dawes 
and Young plans, and (b) 7;000,000 marks 
guaranteed by Italy off the liberation debt 
of the succession States. 

28,800,000 marks plus 7,200,000 marks 
gives a total of 36,000,000 marks, which is 
the guaranteed sum. The British Govern- 
ment last night, however, put the total at 
43.000.000 marks. The difference of 
4,000,000 marks is accounsed for by. the 
fact that Great Britain will receive her 
payments from the International Bank of 
Settlements in regular monthly instal- 
mehts, whereas sue makes her debt pay- 
ment to América half yearly. The interest 
accruing, therefore, will amount to 


4,000,000 marks.

Mr. W. Forfar, who-is in charge of the 
salvage operations, told me that his firm 
w decided to revert to their original 
intention of utilising compressed ‘air to dis- 
place the water in the holds and so refloat 


the vessel. 
GHANGE OF PLANS. 

This scheme entails the abandonment of 
the plan to use hundreds of hermetically 
aealea barrels in the form of a raft for thé 
purpose, and, if successful, will expedite the 
work considerably. 

Mr. Forfar pointed out that in a gigantic 
task of this nature numerous difficulties crop 
up from day to day, and that, while pre- 
parations must be made for all eventuali- 
ties, it was impossible to forecast with any 
degree of accuracy the result of their efforts. 

Steps, however, are now being taken which, 


in the event of the failure of the present 


effort, will still enable the work to continue. 
These steps include the construction of a 
huge gangway which is to reach from 
Roche's Point to the Celtic, so that workmen 
can be conveyed. to and from the vessel, and 
portioris of the dismantled structure brought 
ashore during the winter months. In her 
present exposed position the vessel would. 
once winter séts in, be unapproachable by 
water for the greater portion of several 
months. 

The floating crane, which was brought over 
from Denmark in connection with the earlier 
stages of removing the upper decks, has 
proved useless, and it is now intended to 
erect a crane on fails on board. 

HOME OFFICE EXPERT. 

One of the difficulties which the salvage 
company had to. face has heen the presence 
of overpowering gases on board the vessel. 
These, created by the action of the water on 
the cargoes, still remain in the holds, and 
unpleasant, odours. are noticeable for some 
distance from the Celtic. The salvage com- 

ny has now broyght over from Londcn a 

ome Office expert to investigate the cause 
of these fumes, 

He is Mr. R. F. Eastwood, whom I met 
on board the Celtic this afternoon. He told 
me that, while he was prepared for the gases 
which would naturally arise in such a vessel, 
he was astounded at the presence of sul- 
phurated hydrogen in large quantities. 
“One of the workmen,’’ he said, “was re- 
cently overcome by these fumes, which, in 
my opinion, have been created through the 
action of the acid from the apples coming 
into contact with the coal in another hold.’’ 

Mr. Eastwood added that there was grave 
danger of an explosion if the blow lamps 
which would be used at a later stage of the 
work came into contact with the sulphurated 
hydrogen. He assured me, however, that he 
was confident that this difficulty would be 
avercame within the next few days. Another 
interesting figure in the salvage operations of 
tlie Celtic is Diver Mathieson, who was one 
of the divers who took pact in the retrieving 
of a large quantity of bullion which formed 
ortion of the cargo of another White Star 
iner, the Laurentic, which was sunk off the 
coast. of Donegal during the war. 


A COLLIERY DISASTER.

JURY’S REPLY TO CORONER’S 
QUESTIONS, , 

The adjourned inquiry into the Milfraen 
Colliery disaster on July 10 when nine lives 
were lost, reached its tinal stages at Blaen- 
avon yesterday. 

Mr. W. K. Dauncey, the Coroner, said 
that he could find no evidence of such a 
gross character as was necessary to support 
& criminal charge. The officials ran the same 
risks as the men, and they could not be 
guilty of negligence sufficient to prove that 
they did not ‘care whether there was an 
explosion or not. The fact that a cigarette 
and a part of another had been found after 
the explosion indicated that a proper system 
of searching was not carried out, although 
the company denied smoking underground. 

The jury retired with six questions set ky 
the Vor si€ '. 

They returned after three hours, when the 
questions put by the Coroner were answered 
by the foreman as follows :— 

Was the explosion caused by gas or coal 
dust ’—Gas. 

Where did the gas come from ’—From the 
conveyor face. The accumulation of gas was 
caused by falls, which caused inadequate 
ventilation. 

. Do yee think that the inadequate ventila- 
im should have been known to the officials? 
—Yes, 

Do you think that Fireman Morgan should 
have ascertained the presence of gas on the 
morning of the explosion’—Yes. 

Then, taking these findings into considera- 
tion, do you think the Mapstone area was in 
such a condition as to render it safe for men 
to proceed there that morning ’—No. 

In answer to a question with regard to 
ignition, the foreman said that the defects in 
the coal cutter were such as to cause open 
sparking, and that caused the explosion.

Was the explosion the result of a negligent 
act or an act or acts of omission’—It was 
the result of a negligent act. 

Who is responsible?—The manager or some 
other responsible official.

NETTING. 

Un behalf of certain landlords representa- 
tions were made for the preservation of game 
and fishing rights, and it was urged that net- 
ting should not be permitted at all during 
the season for salmon or trout ; but that it be 
permitted only during the close season for 
salmon and trout. 

An interesting statement on the condition 
of fishing on Lough Erne was made by Mr. 
w.-.-. base, solicitur, on behalf of the 
fishermen. He pointed out that as the law 
now stood the bed and soil of Lough Erne 
belonged to.the Northern Ministry, and it 
was up to them to make the most of it, As 
fuged the patentees, he stated that they had no 
exclusive rights; that they simply had the 
right to fish -the same as any individual who 
had paid £1 for his licence. As regard cross- 
lining, it must. pay, having regard: to the 
"sand it of £2 licences taken out. He did 
not consider if sport and would restrict cross- 
lining to professional fishermen only. Nettin 
he held would keep down the coarse fish and, 
therefore, help trout fishing. 

With regard to the permits for trout 
angling and coarse fish angling, the present 
licence for trout fishing was £1. He asked 
Colonel Darley how many persons had taken 
óut licences this year for trout fishing, and 
Colonel Darley admitted that not one person 
had taken out a licence. Such conduct. 
commented Mr. Maguire, was monstrous. 

He favoured developing the lake for 
tourists, but he thought it unlikely that the 
fishery would attract tourists. ollen fish- 
ing he would restrict to local fishermen only. 
Anglers fishing without a licence should be 
severely dealt with. 

THEN AND NOW. 

A discussion arose as to the alleged de- 
crease of fish in Lough Erne, and Mr. 
Maguire said that in his young days his 
father had a farm beside the lake, and woe 
used to fish with a fixed net. Other ad- 
joining landowners did the same. There was 
much more poaching in those days than to- 
day; and, in his opinion, there were far 
more people using otters and other illegal 
instruments than there were to-day, and the 
alleged scarcity of fish in Lough Erne, as 
compared with previous periods, was purely 
imaginary.

NORTHERN. MINISTRY’S 
ORDER. 


It is announced by the Northern Minister 
of Agriculture that he is. prepared to admit 
breed sheep from a number of sales to be 
held in Scotland during September and 
October. The salesmasters conducting these 
sales have agreed to comply with certain con- 
ditions laid down by the Ministry. 

The veterinary surgeon of the Ministry 
will be in attendance at each of the sales to 
issue permits for the importation into 
Northern Ireland of animals purchased. 
These facilities are intended to benefit only 
breeders who wish to retain for breeding pur- 
poses animals purchased at the sales. 

All animals “en phage from the sales must 
be moved di rom Northern Ireland ports 
to ‘the premites which are licensed by the 
Ministry's ctor, where they are to he 
isolated and detained for a period of not less 
than ten. days. 

Similar facilities will be afforded for the 
importation of pedigree breed cattle from 
certain of the sales to be held in Scotland 
during” the autumn. The ennouncement in 
this connection will be made at a later date. 
Persons interested should, if possible, com- 
municate with the Ministry without delay 
before any purchases are made. 

These arrangements may be modified or 
cancelled at any time if, in the opinion of 
the Ministry, the disease position in Great 
Britain should “warrant such a course.

LIMERICK PARTNERSHIP CASE. 


In the case of Dillon v. Ludlow an 
an application was made on behalf Fe 
plaintiff for an order appointing a receiver 
and manager over the property of P. Dillon 
and Co., ‘trading as builders and contractors 
at, Limerick, which firm comprised the plain- 
taff, Patrick Dillon, and the defendants, E. 
Ludlow, John F. Bredin, Michael F. Smith 
and James Johnston Ruddock. i 

The action was brought to have the part- 
nership wound up under the Court, and it 
was alleged to be necessary and vital to have 
a receiver appointed for the preservation of 
the property as assets, and the execution of 
certain pending contracts of the firm. 

The Court made an order, appointing Mr. 
Portill, registered accountant, receiver and 
manager. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. J. Connolly 
(instructed by Mr. Michael Tynan) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Cullinan (instructed 
by Messrs. Kerin and Hickman) for the de- 
fendants, Messrs. Bredin, Smith, and Rud- 
dock, who supported the application. 


A DEBTOR’S SUMMONS. 


In connection with the same matter, an 
application was made on behalf of Patrick 
Dillon and E. Ludlow for an order, dismiss- 
ing a debtor’s summons, which was issued 
against the individual partners in the firm 
of Dillon and Co. by Messrs. Graves and Co. 
In respect of a debt of £494 9s. 4d. for timber 
and building materials supplied between 27th 
March and 28th June, 1929. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Mr. J. 
Connolly (instructed by Mr. Michael Tynan), 
appeared for the applicants and debtors, 
stated that the grounds of the application 
were that the debtor’s summons was not the 
proper procedure to adopt; that judgment 
should have been first obtained against the 
firm of Dillon and Co., and that afterwards 
proceedings could have been taken against 
the individual debtors. He submitted that 
there was no law in this country to warrant 
such a mode of procedure as had been 
adopted in this case, though there was in 


England. 

Mr. J. H. $. Russell (instructed by Mr. 
W. YV. Seddall), who appeared for the 
creditors, Messrs. Graves and Co., Lid., 
stated the procedure adopted in this case 
had been always adopted in this country. He 
submitted that the application should be dis- 
missed, with costs. 

Mr. Justice Johnston pointed out that if he 
granted this application he would be depart- 
ing from the practice adopted in these courts 
for many years. He must, therefore, refuse 
the application, with costs. 

The application was accordingly dismissed, 
with costs.
